We cannot endorse 
the opinion ex- 
pressed

a correspondent 
in the 
Herald 
of last Sunday 
morning to 


the effect that fuel will become 
an 


item of considerable 
expense 
to the 


people 
of Los Angeles 
valley, 
it is 


true that we have no extensive forests 
from which to draw, but it is also true 
that timber may be grown easily and 
rapidly in nearly every portion of the 
valley. 
The willow hedges 
around 


farms furnißh a large amount of wood 
each year, and the stock increases year 


after year. 
Other qualities of* timber 


may be grown as easily and almost 
as 


rapidly as 
the willow. 
Hut our great 


and ultimately our chief stock of fuel 
is as 
yet comparatively 
untouched. 


We mean the brea, of which there are 
several iuexhaustible mines in the val- 
ley. 
The gas works in this city are 


using a considerable 
amount of brea, 


and a few farmers are running engines 
with 
it. 
Generally 
speaking, 
how- 


ever, the article is not used. 
In time 


all of our steam machinery willbe run 
with bres, and we predict that it will 
supercede 
coal wherever any consider- 


able amount of heat 
is required. 
In 


point of fact, the valley 
is better sup- 


plied with fuel than 
it would be were 


there no brea deposits and tlie moun- 
tain sides covered with timber. 
For 


culinary and other domestic purposes 
the supply of wood 
is ample, and will 


always equal the demand.

Since work lias beeu commenced 
ou 


the 
new 
Postoffice 
building 
to be 


erected by Mr. Temple adjoining the 
HERALD office, many 
no doubt are 


curious to know what kind of a struct- 
ure it willbe. 
For the benefit of such 


our reporter 
yesterday 
interviewed 


Mr. E. J. Westou, 
the architect, 
and 


learned the followingfacts concerning 
it: The building will be 
48x80 feet, 


two stroies andjbuiltof brick,stuccoed. 
The 
lower story will 
contain 
two 


store rooms 23x80 feet, the one on the 
north being assigned to the Postoffice. 
Itwill be an open front, similar to the 
present Postoffice 
and fitted up by the 
Postmaster 
with boxes, 
apartments 


and offices according 
to his taste in 


the matter. 
The columns of the front 


willbe of the same style as those in 
the Herald 
building, 
the 
whole 


facade 
being of the modern 
Italian 
style of architecture. 
It willbe orna- 
mental, having a heavy 
cornice and 


entablature, 
with 
brackets, 
and 
a 


Grecian pediment rising from the cen- 
tre. 
The window-caps willbe blocked 


and stuccoed, 
corresponding 
iv orna- 


ment 
with 
the other 
portions 
of 


the 
front. 
From 
the 
windows 


of the second story, a balcony willex- 
tend the whole length ofthe building 
on the street. 
The tipper story will be 


fitted up expressly for a Grange 
Hall. 


The entrance and stair-way will be on 
the south-eastern 
corner of the build- 


ing leading from Spring street. 
From 


the top tof the stairs 
a hall extends 


to the rear, 
where an entrance-way 


four feet iv width leads off to three 
small rooms?a 
reception 
room 
11x10 
feet, ladies' retiring room 16x17, and a 
gentlemans' 
retiring 
room 
12x17. 
These rooms are lighted by windows in 
the rear and willbe fitted up with all 
conveniences 
for the uses 
for wnicli 
they are 
designed. 
Two doors lead 


from the entrance 
to the hall in front. 


This will be 39x60 feet with

ceiling, and arranged 
witli platforms 


along the sides and 
rostrums

passengers 
tlie 


amount of fuel consumed; 
the yards 


und spurs, 
instead 
of being, 
as they 


should be, 
constructed for use and to

the speed of the ships,

merely ornamental; 


for in the private instructions

are to be housed or taken down as soon 
as the ships arc well out of port.
